Its latest 
objection is to the Butierin’s proposi- 
tion that those who would receive the 
advantage of the proposed fast Atlantic 
stearnship line should pzey for it, by 
means eof an income tax. This it ap 
pears is a narrow and entirely fallacious 
view and one which is intended to 
arouse class prejudice. That it is objec- 
tionable to the interests which the Free 
Press represents, everyone can easily 
understand. But snppose the Free 
Press were to point out just how it is 
narrow, fallacious and tending to arouse 
class prejudice. The BuLietin main- 
tains that on the showing of its friends 
the proposed fast service would not 
benefit the producing classes of the 
Dowinion. They not only admit, 
but declare, that the fast service 
must be supplemented by a totally dif- 
ferent service for freight. If $750,- 
000 a year is taken to bonus the fast 
service, where.is the aimcunt Lecessary 
to bonus a new style o: freight service 
with cold storage appliances to come 
from? That class prejudices are neces- 
sarily involved in the arguments for 
and against the fast service is freely 
admitted, but the Butietin denies that 
the effort to protect the producing and 
therefore, under our fiscal system, tax- 
paying, classes against an extra burden 
of taxation chiefly for the_ pene of the 
leisure classes, is ‘arousing ” class pre- 
judice. Those who are making the at- 
tack upon the treasury for the benefit 
of the few at the expense of the many 
are 1, ones who are doing the. “ arous- 
ing,” not those who are simply defend- 
ing their present position. There 
has been too much of this class legisla- 
tion in Canada in the past. The ex- 
pression of the people on the 23rd of 
June was that there should be less and 
not more of it in the future. Let the 
Free Press show how and wherein the 
fast line will adequately benefit those 
who under our present fiscal system 
will have to pay chiefiy for it, and their 
representatives will vote the money.

KOOTENAY TRADE. 


Edmonton, Alta., 6th Nov., ’96. 


To the President and Council 
Edmonton Board of Trade, 
Edmonton. 


GENTLEMEN: We, two members of 
your committee appointed to consider 
the question of freight rates to the 
Kootenay, beg leave to report as 
follows :— 

We have more particularly taken in- 
to our consideration the question of the 
exporting of feed oats, potatoes and 
wild hay, these being the farm  pro- 
ducts that would form the largest ex- 
port trade to that country from the 
Edmonton district. 


On account of the high freight rates 
to the Kootenay we “find that if the 
farmer is paid a fair Jiving price for the 
produce mentioned above e, the buyer 
here cannot export, except ‘potatoes; on 
which, however, there is such a small 
margin that the trade is unprofitable, es- 
pecially considering the risk in hendling 
and vice-versa. That to enable the buyer 
to fiud a market for the produce, he 
must pay the farmer, for such, a price 
at which he cannot live, except, as be- 
fore stated, in the case of potatoes. 


This means that the farmer has no 
market for the produce in which we are 
now dealing, except for home consump- 
tion, because he cannot be expected to 
sell at starvation prices in order to en- 
able the buyer to export, and the buyer 
cannot, on the other hand, be expected 
to pay the farmer a fair market price 
when he is well aware tbat by so doing, 
he will suffer financially. This might 
no: be the case if farmers and buyers 
alike were philanthropists, or if the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company’s 
authorities could be prevailed upon to 
lower their freight rates to the Koote- 
nay, ‘which, we believe, would »rove to 
their advantage as well as to the ad- 
vantage of the farmer and necessary 
middle man. 

We give here such figures as we

ASSESSMENT APPEALS. 


As a result of the assessment appeals as- 
sessment of the Methodist church property 
on river lots 10, 12 and 14 has been reduced 
one-half, to $15 an acre, and ordered to be 
assessed as acres. It was also decided that 
the sub-division into lots and street allow- 
ances appearing on the plans of these lots 
did not apply to the part belonging to the 
Methodist mission and lying along the 
south bank of Rat Creek. In other words 
there are no street allowances through that 
property,and frontage tax cannot be collect- 
ed from it on account of the grading of the 
several avenues through it. 


The northern 354 acres on river lot 6 was 
reduced from $100 to $50 an acre and the 
20 per cent reduction accepted on the 
balance. The total reduction on _ the 
Methodist mussion property was about 
$4,000. 

The H. B. Company appealed as to 800 
acres of unsubdivided property north of 
Jasper avenue, now assessed at about $87 
an acre, and which they claimed should be 
reduced to $25 an acre. They also claimed 
a reduction on the preperty on their upper 
flat to $3.00 a lot and on the lower flat to 
$30 an acre. Also a reduction of 15 per 
cent from the assessment on ail the rest of 
the sub-divided portion of their property. 
Their total claim for reduction amounted 
to about $30,000. Decision reserved. 


The Hickson, Hardisty & Gillard estates, 
being lots on river lots 12 and 14, and the 
Bird, McArthur & Heiminck estates on 
river lot 10 accepted the 20 per cent re- 
duction. Some of the lots on the Bird 
estate received a special reduction of about 
$500. 


The decision in the appeals against in- 
come assessment were reserved.

POLICE WORK IN ’74. 


In connection with the ex-mounted pelice 
anniversary dinner held on Nov. 3rd, Jas. 
McKernan, of East Edmonton, one of the °74 
men, has handed the BuLLETIN a diary of 
his movements during that and the follow- 
ing year, during which he reached Edmon- 
ton, which may be of interest to old timers: 
Left Dufferin, on the west bank of the Red 
River, on July 9th, "74and arrived at Fort 
Macleod on October 13th, °74, three months 
and four days on the trip. The first snow 
fell on Oct. 23rd and remained on the ground 
for some days. Left for Sun river, Montana, 
on Oct. 29th, and arrived there on Nov. 
12th. Drove oyer to Massuria river on the 
14th. Lost nine head of cattle and four- 
teen horses on the trip. Remained at) Mas- 
suria until may Ist, °75. Arrived at Mac- 
Leod on May 15th, coming in with Conrad’s 
bull teams, bringing fourteen head of cattle 
for the force. Left MacLeod on Aug. 6th 
with: detachment under Col. MacLecd for 
Tail Creek, arriving there on Aug. 10th 
(206 miles) Joe. McDonald came with 
orders to the police to move up tothe Red 
Deer crossing of the Calgary trail. From 
there they escorted Col. Smyth south to 
Calgary, While at Calgary helped to re- 
build the fort there. Left Calgary again for 
Tail. Grek on Nov. 2nd, with men of A 
troop wie were in Col. Jarvis troop. Re- 
mained on detachment at Tail Creek until 
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Feb. 2nd, °76. Then came to Edmonton 
with horse and flat sled. Arriving on Feb. 
9th and going to Fort Saskatchewan on the 
10th where he remained until Sept. 28th, 
"76, when he left for Otiawa, having com- 
pleted his three years term, going down 
the Saskatchewau in a smali boat to old 
Fort Cariton where the party arrived on

liveries by farmers are light in Manitoba 
markets, owing perhaps to some extent to 
unsettled weather.

Threshing 
is completed and the farm laborers who 
came from tke east are returning home. 
The large number of men employed on the 
railways during the summer and fall are 
also going east. The principal demand for 
labor is for usual winter work in the woods. 
Business is fairly good for the season, in 
wholesale branches, and collections are 
reported by several houses as being rather 
better than last year.
